Dr.  F.  C.  Mau  was  appointed  regional  supervisor  of  public  stockyards  activities 
in  the  North  Central  region  August  21,  1949.  This  region  comprises  the  stock- 
yards operating  under  Bureau  supervision  at  Chicago,  Milwaukee,  South  St.  Paul, 
West  Fargo,  Sioux  Falls,  Sioux  City,  Omaha,  South  St.  Joseph,  Wichita,  Kansas 
City,  St.  Louis,  National  Stock  Yards,  Evansville,  Indianapolis,  Louisville,  Cin- 
cinnati, Cleveland,  and  Detroit. 

In  his  position  as  supervisor  in  the  North  Central  region  Dr.  Mau  will  have 
responsibility  to  coordinate  and  integrate  interstate  inspection  work  at  the  stock- 
yards in  his  territory.

However,  inspectors  should  take 
into  consideration  the  need  for  consultation  with  Dr.  Mau's  office  to  assure 
uniformity  of  procedure.
